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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Ryton  Urban  District  Council 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Healtl 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ryton  District  for  the  year  ending 
the  31st  December,  1959. 

Birth  and  Death  rates  have  varied  little  ,but  the  infantile 
deaths  rose  from  4  to  (>,  the  infantile  mortalitv  rising  from  19  in 
1958  to  32  in  1959.  Ti  e  causes  of  the  infantile  deaths  are  tabulated 
in  the  report. 

The  usual  bi-annual  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  with  170 
cases  in  1959.  Apart  from  these  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
was  again  low.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  case  of  Food 
Poisoning  was  notified. 

Eight  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  1959  as 
against  12  in  1958  while  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from  2  to 
nil.  One  death  from  non-pulmonarv  tuberculosis  was  notified. 

Progress  continued  to  be  made  in  connection  with  the  rehous¬ 
ing  of  tenants  from  sub-standard  properties,  28  families  were  re¬ 
housed  during  the  year,  including  the  remaining  families  from  the 
Heddon  View  Hostel  Site.  135  of  the  properties  scheduled  in  the 
Council’s  five  year  programme  of  slum  clearance  were  demolished 
and  two  houses  were  closed.  By  the  end  of  the  year  15  of  the  214 
unfit  properties  originally  scheduled  were  still  occupied. 

The  support  of  the  Health  Committee  during  the  year  lias 
been  of  great  value.  The  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
in  compiling  this  report  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  Thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  Countv  Medii'al  Officer  and  other  departments  of 
the  Countv  Council  for  information  in('luded  in  the  report.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area.  The 

Ryton  Urban  District  is  situated  on  the  north-west  extremity  of 
the  county  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Tyne,  on  the  south 
and  east  by  tributaries  of  the  river  known  as  the  local  burns,  the 
Barlow  Burn  and  the  Blaydon  Burn  which  separate  it  from  the 
Blaydon  Urban  District,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Stanley  Burn 
which  forms  the  boundary  between  Ryton  Urban  District  and  the 
County  of  Northumberland. 

The  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  wards,  named 
Crookhill,  Ryton,  Crawcrook  and  Ryton  Woodside.  The  Ryton 
and  Crawcrook  wards,  although  much  lower  than  Greenside 
(600  ft.)  and  the  country  to  the  south,  stand  well  above  the  level 
of  the  Tyne,  which  is  about  a  mile  to  the  north  of  Crawcrook  and 
about  half  a  mile  north  of  Ryton,  and  have  excellent  natural 
drainage.  The  only  low-lying  parts  of  the  district  are  the  areas 
near  to  the  river  at  Clara  Vale  and  at  Ryton  Haughs  where  there 
are  two  rows  of  houses  near  Newburn  Bridge. 

The  greater  part  of  this  district  is  agricultural.  There  is 
one  Brick  Yard  and  there  are  a  few  Stone,  Sand  and  Gravel 
Quarries.  Most  of  the  p>opulation  is  employed  at  the  Collieries 
of  which  there  nre  five,  situated  at  Greenside,  Clara  Vale,  Bar- 
moor,  Stargate  and  Addison.  The  Stella  South  Power  Station  is 
in  the  Ryton  Urban  District. 

The  soil  is  day  and  sand. 

Births.  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  187,  of  which 
103  were  males  and  84  females,  a  decrease  on  last  year  of  16.  The 
number  of  births  for  1958  was  203  and  for  1967  was  198.  Of  the 
total  live  births  2  were  illegitimate.  The  natural  increase  of  the 
population  for  the  vear,  i.e.,  the  excess<  of  births  over  deaths,  w^as 
14. 
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The  live  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  13.69  (adjusted  by  the 
C.F.  13.69)  as  afjainst  that  of  14.86  for  1968.  That  for  the  Admin¬ 
istrative  County  was  18.0  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  was 
16.6. 

Deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  w.is  173,  comprising 
88  males  and  86  females.  This  corresponds  to  an  annual  Death 
Rate  of  12.66  (adjusted  by  the  C.F.  14.06)  and  that  for  the  Admin¬ 
istrative  County  was  10.9  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  11  G. 
The  number  of  deaths  in  1968  was  166,  giving  a  death  rate  of  12  07, 

Pregnancy,  Child  Birth  and  Abortion.  There  were  no 

deaths. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  under 
one  }ear  was  6,  5  males  and  1  female.  The  Infantile  Death  Kite 
was  32  per  1000  related  live  births,  and  that  of  the  Countv  27  and 
that  of  England  and  Wales  22  The  causes  of  death  of  infants  under 
one  \ear  during  1969  were  :  Prematurity — 2,  Congenital  Heart 
DiS'-ase — 2,  Subdural  Haematoma — 1  and  Neonatal  l.ntracranial 
Haemhorrage — 1 . 

A  graph  comparing  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  of  Ryton, 
Durham  County  and  England  and  Wales,  is  appended.  (Page  10). 

Causes  of  Death.  The  commonest  cause  oi  death  (hiring  1969 
was  Cardio  Vascular  Disease  with  94  deaths,  ut..lc  Cancer  was 
set  c.tuj  with  29  deaths. 

Diohtheria.  No  cases  notified  for  t''e  'Uh  \car  in  succession. 
Last  death  from  this  cause  was  in  1946.

Care  of  Aged  Persons. 


Tfere  is  increasing  evidence  of  persons,  who  are  aged  and 
infirm,  living  alone  and  in  need  of  some  degree  of  assistance. 
•Although  the  Council  are  authorised  by  the  National  Assistance  Act 
in  certain  cases,  to  apply  for  compulsory  powers  to  remove  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention,  in  many  cases  the  persons  affected 
are  anxious  to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  With  the  co-operation 
of  the  Domestic  Help  Services  of  the  County  Council  and  the 
National  .Assistance  Board  it  has  often  been  found  possible  to  make 
some  improvement  in  the  welfare  of  these  p>ersons  without  recourse 
to  ''ompulsory  powers.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  work  done  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  department 
during  the  year  has  been  efficicintly  carried  out,  and  the  details 
will  be  found  in  the  tabular  statement  app>ended. 

Water  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  for  the  district  is 
provided  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.,  with  the 
exception  of  19  houses  which  receive  water  from  the  mains  of  the 
Durham  County  Water  Board  and  9  houses  in  isolated  parts  of  the 
district  which  have  to  depend  on  wells  and  springs. 

The  mains  water  is  of  good  quality,  and  the  supply  is 
continuous  and  plentiful.

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  All  the  sewage  is  discharged 
direct  and  untreated  into  the  River  Tyne  by  3  main  and  2  subsidary 
outfalls. 

Rodent  Control  (Infestation  Order)  1943.  Treatment  of 
the  sewers  is  carried  out  every  six  months  for  the  destruction  of 
rats.  This  regular  treatment  has,  by  considerably  reducing  both 
the  rat  population  in  the  sewers  and  the  surface  infestation  been 
of  undoubted  benefit. 

All  complaints  received  are  investigated  and  advice  given 
to  occupiers  on  suitable  methods  of  treatment. 

It  is  found  that  by  advising  occupiers  on  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  inviting  them  to  co-operate  by  providing  the  bait  base 
and  attending  to  baiting  points,  that  they  do  so  willingly  with 
successful  results.  A  suitable  rodenticide  provided  by  the  Council 
is  added  to  the  bait  base. 

2  Major  Infestations  have  been  dealt  with  —  Rats. 

36  Minor  Infestations  have  been  dealt  with — Rats  22  &  Mice  13 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  now  in  the  district 
4,822  water  closets,  4  ash  closets  and  19  ash-pit  privies. 


Refuse  Removal.  The  Council  is  directly  responsible  for  the 
whole  of  the  refuse  removal  in  the  district.  This  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  lnsp>ector  and  the 
service  is  efficiently  maintained.  Four  motor  refuse  collecting 
vehicles  are  used.

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  dust  bins 
which  are  emptied  twice  weekly  where  necessary.  The  others  are 
emptied  once  a  week. 

During  the  year  328,402  receptacles  were  emptied;  the 
estimated  tonnage  removed  was  8,469. 

Disposal  of  Refuse.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  and 
there  are  three  dep>osits  in  the  area. 

(1)  Crawerook  Quarry.  Refuse  is  deposited  along  with 
quarry  waste. 

(2)  Barlow  Lane.  Swamp  land  is  being  reclaimed  by  the 
deposit  of  refuse. 

(3)  Holburn  Dene.  This  dene  is  steeply  banked  and  has 
been  used  as  a  deposit  over  a  large  number  of  years. 
During  the  year  the  layout  of  a  sportsfield,  begun  last 
year  was  completed. 

Public  CO'nveniences.  The  public  conveniences  provided  at 
Crawerook,  Ryton,  (Ireensidc  and  Runhead  have  been  much  app¬ 
reciated  by  the  public..  A  small  convenience  at  the  w’est  end  of 
Crawerook  was  renovated  during  the  year. 

Disinfection  of  Houses.  In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease 
disinfectants  are  supplied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds, etc., 

7  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  limited  p>eriods.

The  district  is  comparatively  free  from  infestation  by  insect 
pests,  but  where  these  are  found  instructions  regarding  disinfest¬ 
ation  and  cleansing  are  given  and  periodic  visits  made  to  infested 
houses  until  they  are  judged  clean.  The  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  tenants,  and,  where  property  is  unoccupied,  by  the  owners. 
Fluid  insecticide  is  supplied  by  the  Council  and  pressure  sprays 
are  available  for  issue  on  loan. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  active  co-operation  of  the  tenants 
of  houses  is  necessary  to  ensure  thorough  disinfestation,  as  in 
most  cases  several  applications  of  insecticide  are  required. 

No  action  is  taken  by  the  Council  to  ensure  that  the  belong¬ 
ings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  their  removal  to 
Council  Houses. 

Cinemas.  There  are  two  in  the  area,  both  of  which  are 
kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Schools.  The  schools  are  modern  with  good  sanitary 
arrangements.  A  good  water  supply  is  provided. 

Factories.  There  are  21  factories  on  the  register  :

HOUSING. 

Ah  complaints  regarding  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions 
and  structural  defects  are  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken 
when  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  buidling  of  28 
houses. 

The  majority  of  the  existing  houses  are  of  modern  construc¬ 
tion  and  most  of  them  well-built ;  the  new  streets  are  well  planned 
and  there  is  practically  no  crowding  of  houses  into  confined  yards 
and  courts.  In  addition  the  district  enjoys  the  natural  advantages 
of  being  situated  on  rising  ground  and  in  being  surrounded  by 
op>en  country. 

Since  1st  January,  1920,  there  have  been  built — 

1479  houses  by  the  Council,  and 
811  houses  by  private  enterprise.

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

This  act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  14th  June,  19.69, 
required  lo'  al  authorities,  in  approved  cases,  to  make  grants  in 
respect  of  the  provision  by  owners  of  private  dwelling-houses  of 
standard  amenities.  During  the  year  36  applications  were  received, 
and  32  of  these  were  approved.  From  the  applications  received  it 
would  appear  that  whilst  the  scheme  is  attractive  to  owner-occupiers 
there  is  little  evidence  that  landlords  are  anxious  to  take  advant¬ 
age  of  the  grants. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

The  pro'  isions  of  this  Act  received  consideration  bv  the 
Council  during  the  year.  To  the  date  of  this  report,  no  action  to 
dec'lare  any  part  of  the  district  a  Smoke  Control  Area  has  been 
taken.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Food  and  Drugs.  Inspection  of  Food  Handling  premises 
has  shown  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  is  generally  satisfactory. 
Every  opiX)rtunity  is  taken  to  educate  food  handlers  during  routine 
inspections. 

There  are  three  bakeries  in  the  district.  These  are  regularly 
inspected.  They  are  clean,  orderly  and  up-to-date  in  their  general 
arrangements. 

Meat  Inspection.  There  are  3  licensed  slaughter  houses 
which  are  regularly  inspected  particularly  during  the  hours  in 
which  slaughtering  takes  place.

Ice  Cream,  hwo  premses  are  registered  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice  cream,  in  one  of  which  the  cold  mix  process 
is  used.  The  other  premises  have  been  fitted  with  modern  plant 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations.  The  ice-cream  is  manufactured  under  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  conditions. 

•32  other  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Samples  taken  from  the  manufacturers  and  retailers  during 
the  year  showed  the  bacteriological  qualities  of  the  ice  cream  to 
be  of  the  highest  standard. 

Dogs  in  Food  Shops.  Notices  are  posted  in  Food  Shops 
throughout  the  area,  requesting  customers  not  to  bring  dogs  into 
premises  in  which  food  is  sold.  These  notices  are  welcomed  by 
shop  managers  and  have  been  very  effective.
